Last week several of them were mgn- 
tioned as on the brink of bankruptcy, and 
one of them did fail, but there was no panic 
and the reports had no effect outside of Wall 
street. Time was when Jay Gould's failure 
would have been a calamity to the country 
by disorganizing the stock and money mar- 
kets and unsettling confidence, but his star 
has long been waning, and his collapse would 
now be a matter of comparatively small con- 
sequence, There area dozen equally skill- 
ful manipulators in New York—men who 
have been rising while he has been declining. 
The failure of any one of a score of leading 
Chieago conéerns would be of more im 
portance than the financial demise of the 
arch speculator, It will be a fortunate thing 
for the country when these speculators are 
fully relegated in the public mind to the sub- 
ordinate place they ought to hold. 

Reports of improvement in legitimate trade 
sHiould be received with allowance. They 
are for the most part based on what is ex- 
pected and not on what has been realized. 
‘There is no considerable improvement in this 
city, but mercantile affairs are thought to be 
in a condition to profit by good crops. There 
have been serious failures at New York and 
New Orleans lately, which were, however, 
due largely to the strained condition of the 
money market. The expectation which so 
many people indulged in, that lending rates 
would immediately fall to low points after 
the financial flurry was over, has pot been 
realized. There is an abundance of idle 
money in this country and England, but its 
custodians on this side of the Atlantic are 
not willing to take the risk of lending it ex- 
cept at a good rate of interest. a” 

But this is only one of the features of the 
dull trade. ‘The main cause is the same that 
has existed for a long time—too many goods 
and too few buyers. Auction sales are still 
resorted to in the woolen trade to get rid of 
surplus stocks, and there is no demand for 
any class of textiles except to meet immedi- 
ate needs. Traffic in coal and iron is as quiet 
as ever. There is still much discontent among 
the laborers in these branches of industry. 
A]l through the period of business depres- 
sion the laborers have held their own against 
their employers to a surprising degree, but 
the operators in coal and iron are now so in- 
different about keeping their works going 
that the men are obliged to submit to reduc- 
tions or quit work. In the four coal pools 
of the Monongahela Valley there are now 
5,000 idle men. There is still danger that 
reductions of wages will be made by the rail- 
road companies. They will not long bear 
the doubt about the earnings of dividends 
without making some effort toward retrench- 
ment. Large crops may, however, save the 
men from such a misfortune. , 


A COMMITTEE TO BE SNUBBED. 

Senator Van Wyck’s very vigorous protest 
against the action of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee In agreeing to postpone its inves- 
tigation of the condition of the accounts of 
the Union Pacific under the Thurman act 
again directs attention to the flagrant viola- 
tion of the rights of the Government that 
is proposed. This is certainly one of 
the most extraordinary usurpations of power 
that have ever been cominitted by a subordi- 
nate of the Government. The Judiciary 
Committee agreed that if the Union Pacific 
would deposit $718,814 with the Government 
in the Treasury, it would postpone until next 
December all consideration of the manner in 
which that company had performed its part 
under the requirements of the Thurman act. 
This decision of the committee was an- 
nounced to the Secretary of the Interior in a 
note from Senator Edmunds as follows: 


‘Resolved, That this committee will post ie 
| ti the first Monday in Desember, 1804. the further 
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be @ capital thing for some of these corpora- 
tions for the Senate Judiciary Committee to 
give them its assurance that the forfeiture of 
their grarits should not be pursued for the 
next three or four years. This would ena- 
ble the insiders to sell out their stocks and 
bonds in time to escape the deterioration of 
values that would come with the reopening 
of me question of forfeiture. This system 
of legislation might be carried on indefinitly. 
Mr, Ednmiunds has set a precedent in this 
matter that might be improved on by worse 
men when they come to be Chairmen of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. There are 
hideous possibilities of abuse ip this prece- 
dent which would justify Congress in sum- 
marily upsetting the bargain of the Judiciary 
for delay. ~

But far deeper than the question of wheth- 
er the deposit should have been half a mill- 
ion, more or less, is the necessity of denying 
that the Judiciary Committee had any right 
to take such usprpative action, superseding 
and displacing the House and the Senate. 
Congress owés it to its own dignity and to 
the protection of the country from the evil 
consequences that will surely flow hereafter 
from the tacit approval of such methods of 
settling the relations of corporations with the 
Government to repudiate immediately the 
action of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
Nobody but Congress has the power to offer 
the Union Pacifi¢ the respit which the Senate 
committee have assumed the right to e¢x- 
tend it. 


THE FUTURE OF THE NEGRO, 

The future of the colored man in the 
United States is discussed at considerable 
length in the North American Review for 
Jaly by a number of writers who have made 
a special study of the negro question. The 
discussion is led by Prof, Charles A. Gardiner, 
who supports his argument with figures and 
statistics. The pith of it is contained in the 
assertion that within sixty years the negro 
will be in a majority in the South, and will 
also be in. political, social, and business 
supremacy. He estimates the future popula- 
tion of the Southern Atlantic and Guif States 
as follows:

probabilities. A little examination of his 
figures will show that they «lo not bear him 
out in his wild assertion. The population of 
the United States, as shown by the first cen- 
sus, fn 1790, was 3,929,214. In ninety years 
it increased to 50,155,783. The total Euro- 
pean immigration into the United States, 
since the statistics were kept in 1820, is about 
15,000,000. After the Constitution was 
adopted black slaves were allowed to be 
brought here for a period of twenty years. 
At that time there were between 500,000 and 
600,000 slaves, and theirnumber within the 
prescribed limit of time was doubled by the 
slave trade. In 1910, when the slave trade 
ceased, there were, slave and free, as tie 
census shows, 1,877,808 in the wholecountry. 
In seventy years they have increased to 
6,580,798 all over the United States; in the 
South, to $8,721,181, or, in round numbers, 
from a million and a third to less than four 
millions. At this rate, during the next 
seventy years they will increase to about 
11,000,000, and in 1980, instead of counting 
118,400,000, as Prof, Gardiner’. shows, they 
will number somewhere between twenty and 
twenty-five millions, while the whites, esti- 
mated by their Increase during the last cent- 
ury. will probably number in the States 
south of Virginia, Tennessee, and Missouri 
a century hence fully 50,000,000. The great 
State of Texas, with its quarter of a million 
of square miles, will be a white man’s State, 
as the immigration consists of four-fitths 
whites. At the last census Texas contained 
1,200,000 whites and only 400,000 blacks, 
The Indian Territory when opened to settie- 
ment will be filled by whites with a rush. 
There are good reasons upon which to base 
these opinions of white preponderance. The 
negro race will not increase in the future as 
it has in the past. The freedom of the race 
brings inevitably with it social and intel- 
lectual improvement, and it is true the world 
over that as a people become better educated 
and grow more refined and intellectual the 
tendency is for the family to grow smaller 
and smaller. The more ignorant, squalid, 
and poverty-stricken the mass the more chil-

WARD'S FRAUDS. 

THE FIRST NATIONAL’S CLAIM DISALLOWED. 
New York, June 22.—/Special.)—F. D. Tap- 
pan, J. D. Vermelye, George 8. Coe, and J. T. 
Woodard, thé special committee appointed by 
the Clearing-House Association to investigate 
the justice of the First National Bank's claim to 
be reimbursed for the $215,000 taken out of its 
balance by the Clearing-House Committee to 
pay fraudulent checks drawn by Ferdinand 
Ward and presented by the Bank, have 
made a report. The committee ls of the opin- 
ion that the First National Bank has no claim 
under the constitution, which provides that 
“errors in the exchanges and claims arising from 
the return checks, or from any other cause, 
are to be adjusted direetly between the banks 
who are jes to them, and not through the 
se, the association being in no way 

responsible in respect to them."’ In concluding 
its report the committee says: “In passing 
upon this claim of the First National Bank 
your committee conceive that they have noth- 
ing to do with the real hardships of the case, 
which they deeply regret. As between the two 
banks itis so flagrantly unjust that they be- 
lieve it impossible for the courts to permit 
money thus fraudulently abstracted from the 
First National Bank to be divided among cred- 
itors of the Marine National Bank.”

New York, June 22.—A disastrous fire oc 
curred today in the large wholesale bakery es- 
tablishment of A. D. Haserman, in Williame- 
burg.
